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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
OF RICHMOND, N. H., 


For THE YEAR Enpine FEB. 15, 1901. 





In compliance with the law, the school board of the 
school district of the town of Richmond presents to the 
citizens their annual report. 

We were not fully satisfied with the result of our efforts 
to have good schools.. Several new teachers were employed, 
with more or less satisfaction. We do not think we had the 
co-operation of parents in all the schools. To make a suc- 
cess of a school does not rest wholly with the teacher. Our 
schools are of great importance and expense. It is poor 
economy for a parent to tax himself for the support of schools, 
and then keep his children from enjoying their advantages. 

During the past year there has been a great many marks 
on the registers, both tardy and absent, which makes the 
average attendance very low. If the parents would see to it 
that nothing but sickness should keep their children from 
school, thereby raising the average attendance, we could re- 
ceive the state aid that other towns are getting. The school 
board have tried to impress upon the minds of the teachers 
the importance of order in their schools. 

It is very difficult to secure teachers who will be equally 
successful in all schools; however hard we may try, we 
sometimes meet with failure. The co-operation of parents, 
teachers and scholars tends to elevate the standard of our 
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schools. If the parents will take more active interest in 
school work, and give their children the best influence at 
home, to stimulate them to do their best in school, there is 
no reason why our schools will not make a rapid advance- 
ment in the right direction. Some of our schools were under 
excellent management, and we hope to secure the services 
of the same teachers for the next term. It cannot be won- 
dered at that here, where we are obliged to send elsewhere 
for teachers, that we should get some that are not first-class. 
We have no teachers in town. Why can we not have?
